Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third 
Annual  Report  on  your  Sanitary  District. 

Both  Civil  and  Military  populations  have  enjoyed 
a very  fair  average  of  health,  and  have  not  been 
subject  to  any  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

The  area  of  your  District  is  79,742  acres,  and  the 
present  population  is  estimated  at  18,543  {vide  Table  1.)

Conditions  of  the  District  was  submitted  to  you. 

On  nth  May  Mr.  E.  Leonard  one  of  L.G.B. 
Inspectors  held  an  enquiry  at  Burston.

A House  at  Hempnall  (Field  Lane)  in  respect  of 
which  a Closing  Order  was  made  8th  May,  1014, 
Council  on  the  Report  of  a Committee  appointed  to 
inspect,  decided  to  take  no  further  action.

At  Gissing  a House  was  demolished  voluntarily.

At  Burston,  Aslacton,  Forncett  St.  Mary  and 
Harleston  considerable  outlay  is  being  expended  on 
houses  to  render  them  more  habitable. 
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Owing  to  shortage  of  labour  many  repairs  and 
improvements  of  a minor  character  remain  to  be 
carried  out,  progress  however  is  being  made  in 
remedying  the  more  serious  defects.

No  public  water  service  exists  in  your  district. 
The  largest  proportion  of  the  drinking  water  comes 
from  shallow  wells. 

The  factories  and  makings  obtain  good  supplies 
from  deep  borings. 

In  many  of  the  villages,  the  cottagers  have  to  rely 
upon  pond  water  to  the  detriment  of  their  health. 

During  1915  eight  samples  of  water  have  been 
analysed  of  which  : — 

7 were  passed. 

1 was  referred  for  cleansing. 

Two  samples  were  bacteriologically  examined  by 
the  Public  Analysts  and  both  were  condemned.  In 
each  case  suspicions  were  aroused  on  the  occurrence 
of  Typhoid  Fever  near  at  hand.

Slaughter  houses  have  been  inspected,  the  same 
are  reported  to  be  in  fair  order.  One  notice  being 
given  to  remove  an  accumulation  of  manure.
